The proposed amendment filed September 26, 2002 raises new issues for 
consideration and search by the examiner. For example, the limitation "cysteine or a 
peptide containing cysteine" in claim 6 drawn to a SH group containing compound on 
page 2 of the amendment received September 26, 2002 raises a new issue for 
consideration and search for the examiner. Moreover, the limitation "wherein the 
amount of said active ... 200mg/kg/day" in claim 6 drawn to the amount of the active 
compound in the amendment received September 26, 2002 raises a new issue for 
consideration and search for the examiner. Please note that applicant has also deleted 
the limitation "and/or interleukin 12 production" from the finally rejected claim 6. By 
deleting this limitation, new search would be needed to determine the patentability of 
the proposed amended claims because in the finally rejected claims, the examiner did 
not need to perform a search for both the growth factor and interleukin-12 production 
recited therein since the finally rejected claim 6 recites "the growth factor production 
and/or interleukin-12 production". Furthermore, the limitation "hepatitis, severe 
hepatitis, ... renal insufficiency" in claim 7 drawn to various disorders in the amendment 
received September 26, 2002 raises a new issue for consideration and search for the 
examiner.
